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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-6 and 10-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over by Krivec (4,970,922). 

Krivec discloses a driver having a twisted and tapered tip for use with a 
"conventional" fastener, e.g. a fastener having a non-twisted socket with facets. Krivec 
primarily illustrates a driver tip having lobed engagement edges, however, Krivec 
discloses in Col. 4, lines 38-49, that the tip, as well as the fastener socket, may be any 
number of driving portions or blades greater than two could be utilized. Furthermore, 
the driving portions need not necessarily be in the form of laterally projecting blades. 
Thus, for example, a generally flat-sided polygonal configuration, such as a hexagonal 
configuration, could be used. If fewer than six driving portions or blades are used, a 
larger helix angle A may be desirable. The examiner notes that Krivec does not 
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explicitly provide a handle for the proximal end of the driving tool, however, in the 
background, Krivec relates this driver tip to conventional screwdrivers, and since 
screwdrivers typically include a handle, the examiner takes official notice that the 
inclusion of a handle for such a driving tool is neither novel nor unobvious, as evidenced 
by Vickio (4,434,687), and furthermore is not germane to the issue of patentability of the 
device itself. The examiner notes the equation for determining the angle of the twist of 
the tip, and, respectfully, contends that it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have determined an 
equation to define the angle of the tip, since it has been held that where the general 
conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior ad, discovering the optimum or workable 
ranges involves only routine skill in the ad. In re Alien 220 F.2d 454, 456, 105 USPQ 
233, 235 (CCPA 1955). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 and 10-21 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
